ETERNAL  LIFE. 

The    following    address    is    by    Dr.    James   E.   Talmage,   who  died  July   27,    1933. 
He   was   a   member   of   the   Council   of   Twelve    Apostles    of    the    Church    ol    jesus 

Christ  of  Latter-day   Saints. 

Dr.  Talmage  belonged  to  many  learned  societies  and  travelled  extensively  in  scientific 
pursuits.  He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Microscopical  Society  (London),  a  Felkw  of  the 
Royal  Scottish  Ceographical  Society  (Edinburgh),  a  Fellow  of  the  Geological  Society 
(London),  a  Fellow  of  the  Ceographical  Society  of  America,  a  Fellow  of  the  F^yai 
Society  of  Edinburgh,  Associate  of  the  Philosophical  Society  of  Creat  Britain,  or  Victoria 
,  Institute,  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Association  tor  the  Advancement  of  Science.— D.

unto  us  only  through  Jesus      * ■  talised     bodies    to    receive 

Christ    our    Lord.  Dr.  James  E.  Talmage.  their    assignments    accord- 
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ing  to  the  deeds  done  in  the.  body. 
The  soul  is  eternal ;  and  unending 
existence  with  indentity  unimpaired  is 
inevitably  certain.  Even  in  hell  there 
is  no  annihilation.  The  spirit  ot  man 
is  immortal  in  the  sense  of  being  assured 
of  never  ending  existence.  Therefore, 
eternal  life  must  mean  more  than  mere 
existence.  Even  as  life  here  upon  the 
earth  may  mean  more  to  on  than  to 
another,  for  Christ  said  He  came  to  give 
men  life  and  that  more  abundantly,  so 
the  eternal  life  of  which  we  speak  is  life 
that  is  supremely  abundant  and  to  which 
there  shall  be  no  end. 

But  that  is  not  all ;  it  shall  be  marked 
by  eternal  progression,  advancement, 
achievement  even  greater  and  greater, 
higher  and  higher.  None  who  have 
experienced  death  have  come  directly  to 
tell  us  about  it,  and  what  we  know  of 
eternal  life  we  have  learned  from  the  One 
who  hath  power  to  grant  it.  It  is  a  gift 
from  God  ;  and  it  comes  unto  those  who 
have  reached  God. 

There  is  but  one  means  of  reaching 
the  Father's  presence,  and  the  Saviour 
has  thus  described  it:  "I  am  the  way, 
the  truth,  and  the  life  :  no  man  cometh 
unto  the  Father  but  by  me."  And  this 
is  in  harmony  with  the  declaration  that 
eternal  life  is  a  gift  from  the  Father, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  His  son,  to  those 
who  are  entitled  to  it.  It  is  the  assur- 
ance of  ever-increasing  and  ever-enduring 
wealth.  So  the  Lord  declared  in  this 
dispensation,  even  before  the  organisa- 
tion of  the  Church  : 

Seek  not  for  riches  but  for  wisdom,  and 
behold,  the  mysteries  of  God  shall  be  un- 
folded unto  you,  and  then  shall  you  be  made 
rich.  Behold,  he  that  hath  eternal  life  is 
rich. 

From  that  marvellous  revelation  known 
to  us  as  section  76  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  as  also  from  other  related 
scriptures  both  ancient  and  latter-day,  we 
learn  that  there  are  gradations  beyond 
the  grave,  and  there  will  be  gradations 
following  the  resurrection  when  the 
graves  shall  give  up  their  dead.  Three 
distinct  kingdoms  or  orders  of  glory  are 
spoken  of,  the  Telestial,  the  Terrestrial, 
and  the  Celestial.  It  is  plainly  set  forth 
that  only  those  who  attain  salvation  and 
exaltation,  we  mav  say  supreme  exalta- 
tion in  the  Celestial  kingdom  of  our  Go  I, 


shall  receive  that  blessing  of  eternal  per- 
petuation through  posterity.  Only  they 
shall  become  parents  of  spirits,  and  unto 
them  eternal  life  carries  the  power  of 
endless  increase. 

When  the  resurrected  Lord  visited  the 
Nephites,    He   said   unto   them : 

Verily  1  say  unto  you,  if  ye  will  come  unto 
me  ye  shall  have  eternal  life. 

And   again  : 

Behold,  I  am  the  law,  and  the  light.  Look 
unto  me,  and  endure  to  the  end,  and  ye 
shall  live;  for  unto  him  that  endureth  to 
the   end  will  I   give   eternal   life. 

The  Apostles  of  old  and  other  pro- 
phets urged  the  people  to  make  good 
their  claim  to  eternal  life  while  oppor- 
tunity remained.  Paul,  in  an  impassioned 
way,  admonished  his  convert  and  fellow 
missionary,  Timothy,  to  cry  unto  the 
people:  "  Lay  hold  on  eternal  life." 
And  how  shall  we  lay  hold  on  it?  By 
complying  with  the  conditions  under 
which  it  may  be  obtained.  Not  all  who 
are  resurrected  from  the  dead,  as  all  who 
have  lived  in  mortality  shall  be,  will 
attain  eternal  life  in  the  sense  described, 
for  we  read  in  that  vision  given  unto 
Joseph  the  Seer  that  those  of  the  Telestial 
order  were  seen  to  be  as  numerous  as 
the  stars  in  heaven  or  as  the  sand  upon 
the  seashore.  And  they  are  to  receive 
their  reward  according  to  their  deserts. 
They  shall  receive  their  their  mansions, 
we  are  told,  in  the  kingdom  of  the  Father, 
when  they  have  been  sufficiently  trained 
and  disciplined,  "  and  they  shall  be  ser- 
vants of  the  Most  High  ;  but  where  God 
and  Christ  dwell  they  cannot  come, 
worlds  without  end." 

In  that  last  prayer  before  the  cruci- 
fixion, called  by  many  the  "  High  Priestly 
prayer,"  Christ  supplicated  the  Father  in 
agony,  knowing  what  lay  before  Him, 
exclaiming : 

And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might 
know  thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus 
Christ  whom  thou  hast  sent. 

Note  the  words  "  know  thee  " — does 
that  mean  that  knowledge  shall  give  us 
eternal  life?  Remember  that  to  know  a 
man  is  somewhat  different  from  knowing 
merely  something  or  much  about  him. 
It  is  not  a  matter  of  knowledge  in  the 
ordinary  usage  of  the  term,  but  know- 
ledge in  a  supreme  sense,  knowledge  that 
becomes    an    integral    part   of   the    indivi- 
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dual,  knowledge  of  God.  And  one  who 
knows  God  and  knows  Jesus  Christ  will 
strive  to  become  like  unto  them. 

In  this  age  we  have  had  it  declared 
unto  us  that  the  gift  of  eternal  life  is 
the  greatest  gift  that  God  has  for  His 
children.  One  of  the  outstanding  and 
most  impressive  declarations  of  Deity 
through  Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet  of 
this  dispensation,  is  recorded  in  the  first 
chapter  of  the  Book  of  Moses.  Consider 
the  conditions  under  which  that  utter- 
ance was  made.  Muses  had  pleaded  to 
learn  something  about  the  earth  upon 
which  he  stood,  and  about  the  heavenly 
bodies  that  are  visible  from  this  earth, 
and  the  Lord  had  told  him  much.  Moses 
was  overwhelmed  by  the  knowledge  thus 
given  unto  him,  and  wanted  to  know 
more.  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him — if 
I  may  be  permitted  to  paraphrase- - 
Moses,  you  marvel  at  these  worlds  in 
space,  and  there  are  many  you  know 
nothing  about,  for  many  have  passed 
away,  and  others  have  been  created  to 
take  their  places  ;  and  there  is  no  end  to 
my  work,  neither  to  my  words.  But, 
Moses,  all  these  things,  glorious  as  they 
are,  are  means  to  an  end.  These  worlds 
are  created  for  a  purpose,  mine  own  pur- 
pose. But  you  do  not  understand  it  in 
full.  All  these  are  the  handiwork  of 
God;  man  is  His  son!  Greater  than 
the  earth  on  which  you  stand,  more  sub- 
lime than  all  these  bodies  in  the  heavens, 
is   my   further   and   supreme   purpose  : 

For  behold,  this  is  my  work  and  my  glory 
— to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and 
eternal   life  of  man.

From  the  Council  of  Twelve. 

Dr.  James  E.  Talmage  was  provided 
by  nature  with  unusual  mental  and  physi- 
cal powers.  His  scholastic  advancement 
under  the  direction  of  that  master  teacher, 
Karl  G.  Maeser,  was  so  rapid  that  the 
boy-student  soon  developed  into  the  box- 
teacher.  The  brilliance  of  his  intellect 
was  recognised  not  onlv  by  his  teachers 
but  by  his  classmates  and  associates. 

Such  was  the  power  of  his  intellect, 
that,  with  his  humble  educational  begin- 
ning in  the  early  years  of  the  Brigham 
Young  Academv,  he  took  his  piace  in 
several  of  our  great  universities,  such 
as  Johns  Hopkins  ;  and,  from  the  time  of 
registration  in  the  several  universities  he 
attended,  he  was  an  outstanding  student. 

While  all  his  days  he  has  been  a  devout 
and  thoroughly  active  worker  in  the 
Church,  he  has,  at  the  same  time,  won 
the  admiration  and  genuine  affection  of 
all   who  knew    him. 

In  scientific  associations  and  societies, 
not  only  in  our  own  country  but  abroad, 
this  man  has  spoken  and  his  words  have 
been  regarded  as  words  of  wisdom. 
With  his  clear  vision,  his  great  fund  of 
information,  and  his  mastery  of  the 
English  language,  he  has  been  able  to 
command  the  admiration  and  respect  of 
scholars,  statesmen  and  leading  characters 
at  home  and  abroad. 

His  powerful  pen  has  not  only  reached 
the  hearts  and  the  intellects  of  scholars 
when  he  has  presented  scientific  subjects, 
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but  thinking  and  wis*.-  ones  have  listened 
and  have  also  been  thoroughly  stirred 
In  his  presentation  of  the  experiences  ol 
the  members  and  the  doctrines  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  La1ter-day 
Saints. 

He  has  been  a  voluminous  writer. 
The  words  he  has  written  paint  pictures, 
even  of  comparatively  commonplace  mat- 
ters, in  such  colours  and  with  such  im- 
pressiveness  that  almost  without  varia- 
tion they  have  in  them  that  outstanding 
literary  element  which  rarely  fails  to 
interest  and  entertain. 

From  boyhood  his  study  lamp  has  been 
kept  burnipg  into  the  midnight  hours 
almost  without  ceasing-.  Only  last  Sun- 
day, with  his  powerful  intellect  and  his 
weakened,  worn-out  body  he  stood  before 
the  microphone  and  delivered  an  address 
which,  while  set  up  in  type,  has  not  yet 
appeared  in  the  public  press.  All  day 
on  Julv  twenty-fourth,  true  to  himself  and 
his  hobby,  hard  work,  he  toiled  on  at  his 
desk.  It  was  Tuesday,  the  twenty-fifth, 
when  the  doctor  ordered  him  home  and 
to  bed.  He  was  actually  carried  from 
his  desk  and  from  the  building.  In  other 
words,  at  the  last  moment  he  was 
literally  torn  from  his  work.  While  the 
ink  from  his  pen  is  hardly  dry,  his  work 
on  earth  is  done. 

He  was  a  great  man.  He  had  a  great 
soul.  His  was  a  brilliant  intellect.  He 
was  devoted  to  his  friends,  to  his  Church, 
to  science  and  to  all  truth.  This  man, 
his  work  and  life  are  a  great  credit  to 
his  country  in  which  he  was  born,  Eng- 
land, to  his  adopted  country,  to  the  state 
in  which  he  has  struggled,  to  the  educa- 
tional institutions  in  which  he  has  served 
as  president,  as  teacher  and  as  student ; 
and,  last  of  all,  he  has  been  a  great  credit 
to  the  Church  for  which  he  gave  the  last 
full  measure  of  his  strength  and  power.

From  the  First  Seven  Presidents 
of  Seventies. 

In  the  passing  of  Dr.  James  E.  Tal- 
mage,  the  Church  loses  a  stalwart  ser- 
vant of  God,  a  man  conscientious  in  his 
faith  and  deeply  devoted  to  the  ideals  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus.  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.        He  brought  to  his  life's  work, 


fortunately,  one  of  the  most  completely 
educated  minds  that  the  Church  has 
known  in  latter  times.  His  work  was 
all  construct ive  and  of  a  nature  to  be 
highly  serviceable.  It  was  his  mind  and 
hand  and  patience  which  brought  to  the 
official  standards  of  the  Church,  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  the  Doctrines  and  Covenants 
and  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price  that  modern 
touch  of  form  which  renders  them  so  very 
available,  in  giving  unity  to  their  mutual 
support.  The  introductions  and  the  cross 
references  to  these  works  nave  made  them 
more  readily  available  to  lesser  students 
than  the  older  forms  of  publications  of 
these  same  books.  His  interpretations 
of  the  revelations  of  the  New  Dispensa- 
tions and  the  general  principles  of  that 
Dispensation  have  been  both  clear  and 
forcible.  He  will  be  greatly  missed  in 
these  lines  of  endeavour  by  those  who 
have  been  his  co-labourers  in  the  pre- 
siding councils  of  the  Church.  A  bit 
of  harshness  may  at  times  have  crept 
into  some  of  his  interpretations,  but  it 
was  his  love  of  the  truth  and  his  desire 
to  maintain  it  in  all  of  its  plenary  power 
that  led  to  such  "  harshness,"  if  such 
there  was,  which  I  am  sure  w-as  more 
in    seeming    that    in    realiry. 

Personally,  I  feel  his  passing  as  a  great 
loss,  both  to  the  Church  and  to  myself, 
as  he  has  co-laborated  with  me  at  times 
in  his  work,  and  some  of  my  own  work 
has  related  to  his. 

May  he  rest  in  peace  and  be  long 
remembered,  and  may  the  peace  of  God 
abide  with  his  family  is  my  prayer  in 
the    name    of    Jesus    Christ.

Talmage 
Funeral  Sermons. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the 
sermons  of  the  Presiding  Authorities  at 
the  funeral  of  Apostle  James  E.  Talmage 
in  the  Great  Salt  Lake  City  Tabernacle, 
July  30,  1933,  under  the  direction  of 
President  Heber  J.  Grant : — 

Elder  Melvin  J.   Ballard 
(First   Speaker)  : 

I  cannot  speak  of  all  the  lessons  his 
life  has  taught  I  merely  wish  to  pay 
my  tribute  to  him  in  the  things  that 
appeal   to  me  as  outstanding  in  his  life. 

At  the  close  of  his  earthly  career,  the 
Master  said  to  the  chief  of  the  apostles  : 
"  Lovest  thou  me  more  than  these?  "  re- 
ferring to  the  things  of  the  world. 
Thrice    the    question,     and    the    answer : 

Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things.  Thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee."  Then  the 
commission:  "  Feed  my  sheep,"  and 
"  feed  my  lambs." 

Answered  With  Peter. 

If  that  question,  had  been  asked  of 
Dr.  James  E.  Talmage,  he  would  have 
answered,  with  Peter:  "  Lord,  thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee  more  than  ail 
else  in  the  world,"  for  this  man,  at  the 
call  of  his  Master,  forsook  those  inviting 
and  alluring  offers,  with  their  worldly 
rewards,  attractive  as  they  mav  have 
been.  They  were  no  temptation  to  him. 
He  loved  the  cause  of  the  Master  dearer 
than  all  else.  I  know,  from  personal 
knowledge  that  on  many  occasions  he 
has  received  offers,  outside  of  his  regu- 
lar ministry,  to  engage  in  work  that 
would    have    been    remunerative    to   him, 


but  he  could  not  bring  himself  to  spend 
his  time  and  his  talents  in  any  other 
cause  than  that  of  the  Master,  for  he 
dreamed  of  it  by  night  and  worked  by 
night  and  by  day   for   that  cause. 

In  this  ministry  he  produced  mam 
volumes  that  shall  be  read  until  the  end 
of  time,  because  that  which  he  has 
written  is  so  clear  and  so  impressive  that 
it  shall  ever  be  among  the  cherished  trea- 
ures  of  those  who  love  the  works  of  God. 
Vet  these  contributions  he  gave  freely  to 
the  Church  without  any  earthly  reward. 
I  never  found  him,  in  a  thing  he  did  in 
his  life,  ever  thinking  of  himself,  or  of 
monetary  returns,  but  unselfishly  giving 
himself  to  the  work  of  Cod. 
Ideal  Apostle. 

To  me  he  was  an  ideal  apostle  of  the 

Lord    Jesus    Christ,    and    so    I    have    joy 

in  standing  here  and  bearing  this  witness 

of  him,  because  I  know  that  it  is  true  .  .  . 

President  Rudger  Clawson 

(Second  Speaker)  . 

He  lived  as  he  died,  a  faithful  Latter- 
day  Saint.  His  loss  will  be  deeply  felt 
by  his  loved  ones  and  by  the  Church. 
He  accomplished  a  good  work,  he  laid 
down  his  body  in  peace,  and  has  gone 
to  a  better  world  and  to  a  great  reward. 

Of  this  I  am  certain,  that  Elder  James 
E.  Talmage  will  come  forth  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  first  resurrection  and  will  enter 
into   exaltation    and   glory   in    the   eternal 

world  beyond 

President   J.    Reuben   Clark 
(Third   Speaker) . 

I  knew  his  tremendous  powers,  even 
genius,  for  work,  his  indefatigable  indus- 
try, his  meticulous,  patient,  attention  to 
details,  his  great  skill  and  unique  ability, 
which  brought  to  him  national  and  inter- 
national reputation  and  an  admission  to 
the  most  select  scientific  societies  of  the 
world. 

He  was  a  diligent  searcher  after  all 
truth.  As  a  scientist  he  was  not  content 
with  one  field  alone.  He  distinguished 
himself  in  chemistry,  geology,  minera- 
logy, entomology,  biology,  and  micro- 
scopy. He  conducted  fruitful  original 
experimentation  in  radio  activitv. 
Love  of  Truth. 

He  had  the  true  scientific  spirit — a  love 
for  truth,  a  near  hatred  for  error.  He 
learned   that   the   test   tube,    the   callipers 
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and  the  chemical  balance  did  not  know 
approximations  but  only  exactitudes. 
The  chemical  solution  did  contain  metals 
of  a  given  group,  or  it  did  not  ;  a  given 
quantity  of  heat  did  expand  the  metal  rod 
a  tenth  or  a  thousandth  of  a  millimeter, 
no  more  no  less;  the  substance  on  the 
chemical  balance  weighed  a  milligram  or 
a  hundredth  of  a  milligram,  but  nut  about 
that  much. 

He  carried  that  spirit  into  his  spiritual 
work,  and  while  he  had  abundant  love 
for  his  fellowmen,  and  charity;  he  knew 
the  mercy  and  grace  of  God,  its  infinite 
power,  but  right  was  right  and  wrong 
was  wrong. 

His  Glory. 

But  in  some  respects  his  surpassing 
quality  was  this  :  He  brought  to  bear  all 
his  surpassing  powers  of  investigation, 
of  analysis,  and  of  discovery  to  blend  all 
truth  into  one  harmonious  whole  To 
him  God's  Gospel  Plan  was  truth,  and 
all  truth.  What  ever  fell  outside  that 
Plan  was  error 

President  Anthony  W.    Irvins 
(Fourth  Speaker). 

I  stand  here  this  afternoon.  You  see 
me.  You  hear  my  voice.  You  see  the 
glance  of  my  eye.  You  know  that  I  live, 
and  yet  you  know,  just  as  definitely,  that 
this  body  of  mine,  or  yours,  in  a  moment 
might  be  dispossessed  of  life.  Your 
eyes  may  be  closed,  so  that  you  no  longer 
see,  your  lips  no  longer  speak.  This 
body,  this  temple  which  is  the  house  of 
our  spirit,  dies,  the  spirit  lives  on.  It 
isn't  my  body  that  is  speaking  to  you. 
It  isn't  these  natural  eyes  of  mine  that 
see  you.  It  is  the  spirit  of  man,  cre- 
ated and  placed  in  these  tabernacles  by 
God  our  Father,  that  speaks  and  acts 
and  sees.  That  spirit  returns  to  God 
who  gave  it,  and  when  the  word  of  Christ 
our  Lord  shall  be  uttered,  the  graves  will 
again  be  opened,  as  they  were  at  the  time 
of  his  resurrection,  when  many  of  those 
who  had  died  appeared  and  went  into 
Jerusalem  and  appeared  before  many. 
We  have  such  definite  witness  of  it  I 
cannot  understand  how  people  professing 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Son  of  God 
and  the  Redeemer  of  the  world,  should 
be  in  doubt  regarding  this  doctrine  of  the 
resurrection  from  the  dead. 


Believed  In  Resurrection. 

This  man  believed  in  it.  He  advocated 
it.  He  wrote  of  it.  His  words  will 
live  after  him,  going  down  lrom  age  to 
age  in  witness  of  the  truth  of  his  atti- 
tude, regarding  his  relationship  to  God, 
whom  he  acknowledged  as  his  Father, 
and  Christ  our  Lord,  whom  he  acknow- 
ledged as  his   Redeemer. 

My  brethren  and  sisters,  this  is  true. 
This  is  the  great  contribution  which  has 
come  to  the  world,  through  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  He     chose,     as     the     medium 

through  which  this  knowledge  and  this 
contribution  should  be  restored  to  earth, 
a  simple  farmer's  boy.  Thank  God  that 
we  live  in  a  time  when  we  have  this 
knowledge,  for  we  need  it.  The  trial, 
the  test,  the  tribulation  which  is  before 
the  world  makes  courage  and  knowledge 
of  these  things  necessary,  in  order  that 
men  and  women  may  endure. 

President  Heber  J.   Grant 

(Fifth  Speaker). 

Perfect   Testimony. 

It  is  a  wonderful  thing  for  men  and 
women  to  have  an  absolute  and  perfect 
and  abiding  testimony  of  the  divinity  of 
the  work  in  which  we  as  Latter-day  Saints 
are  engaged.  No  person  can  eat  for  me, 
no  person  can  think  for  me ;  I  must  do 
my  own  eating  and  my  own  thinking, 
and  all  the  disbelief  of  all  the  world  can- 
not change  the  fact  that  I  have  a  know- 
ledge of  the  divinity  of  the  work  in  which 
I  am  engaged.  Brother  Talmage  had 
a  perfect  and  absolute  knowledge  of  the 
divinity  of  the  work  in  which  he  was 
engaged.  He  knew  beyond  a  shadow 
of  doubt  that  God  lives,  that  Jesus  was 
in  very  deed  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the 
living  God,  the  Redeemer  of  the  world  ; 
that  the  Saviour  came  to  the  earth  with 
a  -divinely  appointed  mission  to  die  upon 
the  cross  as  the  Redeemer  of  mankind. 
No  scientific  knowledge  that  came  to  him 
ever  weakened  In  the  slightest  degree  his 
testimony  of  the  divinity  of  this  work. 
There  are  very  many  who,  in  their  lives, 
exemplify  the   truth  of  the   statement : 

"  A     little     learning     is     a     dangerous 

thing  ' 
Drink    deep,    or   taste   not   the   Pierian 

spring ; 
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There   shallow  draughts  intoxicate  the 
the  brain, 

And  drinking-  largely  sobers  us  again." 

Brother     Talmage     was   never     intoxi- 
cated by  any  of  the  scientific  knowledge 
which  came  to  him.       He  had  a  testimony 
that  was  so  sure  it  could  not  be  shaken. 
Cites  Incident. 

I  call  to  mind  a  comparison  between 
him  and  a  large  number  of  ministers, 
over  three  hundred  of  them  as  I  remem- 
ber it,  who  were  interviewed  or  written 
to  by  the  late  Senator  Albert  J.  Beveridge, 
of  Indiana.  Senator  Beveridge  asked 
each    of    them  -  three    questions  : 

"  First,  Yes  or  no;  do  you  believe  in 
God,  the  Father ;  God  a  person,  God  a 
definite  and  tangible  intelligence — not  a 
congeries  of  laws  floating  like  a  fog- 
through  the  universe ;  but  God,  a  person 
in  whose  image  you  were  made?  Don't 
argue;  don't  explain;  but  is  your  mind 
in  a  condition  where  you  can  answer  yes 
or  no?  " 

Not  a  minister  answered  "  Yes,"  but 
they  all  gave  a  lot  of  explanations. 

"  Second:  Yes  or  no;  do  you  believe 
that  Christ  was  the  Son  of  the  living  God, 
sent  by  Him  to  save  the  world?  I  am 
not  asking  whether  you  believe  that  He 
was  Inspired  in  the  sense  that  the  great 
moral  teachers  are  inspired — nobody  has 
any  difficulty  about  that.  But  do  you 
believe  that  Christ  was  God's  very  Son, 
with  a  divinely  appointed  and  definite 
mission,  dying  on  the  cross  and  raised 
from  the  dead — yes  or  no?  " 

Not  an  unequivocal  answer  of  "  Yes.' 

"  Third  :  Do  you  believe  that  when  you 
die  you  will  live  again  as  a  conscious  in- 
telligence, knowing  who  you  are  and  who 
other  people  are?  " 

Again  not  an  answer  in  the  affirmative. 
They  'rather  hoped  so,  they  were  inclined 
to  think  so,  but  there  were  many  objec- 
tions. 

Could  Give  Answer. 

Brother  Talmage  could  have  answered, 
and  did  answer  during  hi§  entire  life  by 
word  of  mouth  and  by  his  pen,  Yes,  Yes, 
Yes,  to  all  three  of  those  questions. 
There  was  no  doubt  in  his  mind  as  to 
the  truthfulness  of  that  which  is  recorded 
in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Section 
76,     regarding    the    Saviour : 

"  And    now,    after    the    many    testi- 


monies which  have  been  given  ol  him, 
this  is  the  testimony,  last  of  all,  which 
we  give  of  him  :  That  he  lives ! 

"  For  we  saw  him,  even  on  the  right 
hand  of  God  ;  and  we  heard  the  voice 
bearing  record  that  he  is  the  Only  Be- 
gotten of  the  Father — 

"  That  by  him,  and  through  him  and 
of  him,  the  worlds  are  and  were  created, 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  begotten 
sons  and  daughters  unto  God." 

Tributes  Works. 
His  book,  "  Jesus  the  Christ,"  will 
live  forever.  His  "  Articles  of  Faith  " 
has  probably  been  more  widely  circulated 
than  any  other  book  that  has  ever  been 
written  by  one  of  the  Apostles  of  the 
Church.  I  recall  the  lectures  that  he 
gave  from  the  Assembly  hall  before  his 
"  Articles  of  Faith,"  was  published.  As 
a  young  man  he  started  with  a  rather 
meager  audience,  but  the  audience  grew 
to  immense  proportions.  These  lec- 
tures were  subsequently  printed  in  a  book 
known  as  the  "  Articles  of  Faith,"  and 
copies  of  that  book  have  been  distributed 
in  many  lands  and  many  climes,  and  it 
has  been  printed  in  many  different 
languages. 

Returning  to  the  ministers  whom 
Senator  Beveridge  interrogated.  The 
senator  said  that  one  of  them  had  become 
greatly  renowned  in  the  eastern  and  New 
England  states  for  his  great  piety  and 
eloquence  in  preaching  the  gospel,  and 
everyone  of  them  had  had  unusual  suc- 
cess with  fashionable  congregations. 
They  acknowledged  that  there  was  a  de- 
cay of  faith  among  the  people.  "  How 
could  such  priests  of  ice  warm  the  souls 
of  men?  "  Beveridge  asked.  "  How 
could  such  apostles  of  interrogation  con- 
vert a  world?  "  He  announced  that 
every  time  a  man  entered  the  pulpit  ro 
preach  the  gospel  of  Christ  who  in  his 
own  heart  questioned  the  divine  mission 
of  the  Saviour,  he  committed  a  sacrilege. 
Faith  Illustrated. 
There  was  absolutely  no  doubt  what- 
ever in  the  mind  of  Brother  Talmage,  and 
his  absolute  faith  is  illustrated  in  his  writ- 
ings and  in  his  sermons.  He  believed 
firmly  these  words  : 

"  And  this  is  the  gospel,  the  glad 
tidings,  which  the  voice  out  of  the 
heavens  bore  record  unto  us — 
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"  That  he  came  into  the  world,  even 
Jesus,  to  be  crucified  for  the  world, 
and  to  bear  the  sins  of  the  world,  and 
to  saricify  the  world,  and  to  cleanse  it 
from   all   unrighteousness  ; 

"  That  through  him  all  might  be 
be  saved  whom  the  Father  had  put  into 
his   power    and   made   by   him." 

We  find  recorded  in  the  same  section 
the  wonderful  promises  that  are  made 
to  those  who  are  faithful. 

"  And  again  we  bear  record — for  we 
saw  and  heard,  and  this  is  the  testi- 
mony of  the  gospel  of  Christ  concern- 
ing them  who  shall  come  forth  in  the 
resurrection  of  the  just — "  and  I  testify 
that  I  am  sure,  beyond  the  shadow  of 
a  doubt,  that  James  E.  Talmage  will 
come  forth  in  the  resurrection  of  the 
just. 

"  They  are  they  who  received  the 
testimony  of  Jesus,  and  believed  on  his 
name  and  were  baptised  after  the  man- 
ner of  his  burial  being  buried  in  the 
water  in  his  name,  and  this,  according 
to  the  commandments  which  he  has 
given — 

"  That  by  keeping  the  command- 
ments they  might  be  washed  and 
cleansed  from  all  their  sins,  and  receive 
the  Holy  Spirit  by  the  laying  on  of 
hands  of  him  who  is  ordained,  and 
sealed  unto  this  power." 

Kept  Commandments. 
And     no     man     of     my     acquaintance 
more  perfectly  kept  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord  than  did  James  E.  Talmage. 

"  And  who  overcome  by  faith,  and 
are  sealed  by  the  Holy  Spirit  of  pro- 
mise, which  the  father  sheds  forth  upon 
all  those  who  are  just  and  true. 

"  They  are  they  who  are  the  church 
of  the  firstborn. 

"  They  are  they  into  whose  hands 
the  Father  has  given  all  things — 

"  They  are  they  who  are  priests  and 
kings,  who  have  received  of  his  full- 
ness,  and  of  his  glorv. 

"  And  are  priests  of  the  Most  High, 
after  the  order  of  Melchizedek,  which 
was  after  the  order  of  Enoch,  which 
was  after  the  order  of  the  Only  Be- 
gotten  Son. 

"  Wherefore,    as   it   is    written,    they 
are  e^ods,   even  the  sons  of  God — 
"  Wherefore    all    things    are    theirs, 


whether  in  life  or  death,  or  things 
present,  or  things  to  come,  all  are 
theirs  and  they  are.  Christ's,  and  Christ 
is   God's. 

"  And  they  shall  overcome  all  things. 

"  Wherefore,  let  no  man  glory  in 
man,  but  rather  let  him  glory  in  God, 
who  shall  subdue  all  enemies  under  his 
feet. 

"  These  shall  dwell  in  the  presence 
of    God    and    his    Christ    forever    and 


The  Death  of 
Apostle  Talmage. 

The  Church  lost  one  of  its  ablest  and 
staunchest  defenders,  Thursday,  July  27, 
when  Dr.  James  E.  Talmage,  of  the 
Council  of  Twelve,  died  at  his  residence 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  after  a  brief 
illness  of  acute  miocarditis,  following  a 
throat     infection.  Dr.     Talmage     was 

seventy  years  of  age. 

Funeral  services  for  Dr.  Talmage  were 
held  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  Tabernacle, 
Sunday,  Julv  30,  under  the  direction  of 
President  Heber  J.  Grant.  The  historic 
building  was  filled  to  overflowing  with 
saints  and  friends  who  came  to  pay  their 
last  respects   to  a  great  man. 

Dr.  Talmage  was  born  in  Hungerford, 
Berkshire,  England,  on  September  21, 
1862,  and  emigrated  to  Utah  with  his 
parents  in  June.  1876.  He  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Latter-dav  Saints  University 
from  1888  to  1893,  and  President  of  the 
University  of  Utah  from  1894  to  1897. 
He  received  the  following  degrees : 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  1891,  and  Doctor 
of  Science  from  Lehigh  University,  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  1912;  Doctor  of  Lavs 
from  the  University  of  Utah  and  Brigham 
Young  University  in   1922. 

On  December  8,  1911,  he  was  set 
apart  by  President  Joseph  F.  Smith  as 
one  of  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles 
and  thereafter  devoted  his  life's  work 
to  this  great  calling.  He  became  one 
of  the  most  brilliant  advocates  of 
"  Mormonism  "  that  the  Church  has 
ever  known.  He  devoted  his  scholarly 
pen  and  scientific  learning  to  the  task 
of  making  the  gospel  apparent  to  the 
world.  He  wrote  his  Articles  of  Faith 
and  The  Great  Apostacy  before  he  became 
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a  member  of  the  Twelve  and  later  added 
to  his  writing's,  The  House  of  the  Lord  ; 
Jesus  the  Christ;  The  Vitality  of  Mor- 
monism  and  many  articles  and  treatises 
as  contributions  to  the  literature  of  the 
Church. 

From  1924  to  1928  Dr.  Talmage  pre- 
sided over  the  European  and  British 
Missions  as  one  of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 
While  he  was  in  England  he  suffered 
from  a  fall  which  injured  his  knee  which 
proved  a  restriction  to  his  activities,  but 
he  forced  himself  on. 
He  worked  out  his  life  and  blessed  the 
world.  He  is  dead,  but  lives  in  books, 
in  thoughts,   in  hearts  and  in  memory. 

Dr.  Talmage  was  among  the  greatest 
of  the  learned.  He  was  a  Eellow  of  the 
Roval  Microscopical  Society  (London),  a 
Eellow  of  the  Royal  Scottish  Geographi- 
cal Society  (Edinburgh),  a  Fellow  of  the 
Geological  Society  (London),  a  Fellow 
of  the  Geographical  Society  of  America, 
a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edin- 
burgh, Associate  of  the  Philosophical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  or  Victoria 
Institute,  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science. 

Using  the  words  of  President  John  A. 
Widtsoe,  "  Brother  James  E.  Talmage, 
apostle  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  was  a 
great  and  good  man,  a  magnificent 
worker  in  the  cause  of  Christ.  He  has 
passed  to  his  reward,  and  a  splendid  re- 
ward it  will  be,  immeasurable  to  human 
sense  !  May  we  so  live  as  to  attain  a 
place  near  him  in  the  eternal  home." — D. 

When  righteous  persons  die,  their 
spirits  also  go  into  the  spirit  world,  but 
they  go  to  work  with  the  servants  of 
God  to  help  to  do  good,  and  to  bring 
about  the  purposes  of  the  Almighty  per- 
taining to  this  earth ;  while  the  wicked 
spirits,  those  who  have  been  wicked  in 
this  probation,  take  the  opposite  course, 
just  the  same  as  they  did  here. — Heber  C. 
Kimball.

A  REMARKABLE  EXPERIENCE.

On  the  8th  of  June,  1920,  I  met  with 
an  accident  that  nearly  cost  me  my  life 
and  paralysed  me  from  my  hips  down. 
I  was  immediately  taken  to  Ventura, 
California,  where  I  remained  for  nineteen 
days  and  went  from  there  to  a  hospital 
at  Los  Angeles,  California.  I  was  there 
till  the  24th  day  of  July,  when  I  was  dis- 
charged. I  could  not  stand  without 
crutches,  and  could  raise  myself  up  only 
by  getting  hold  of  something  and  pulling 
myself  up  with  my  hands.        On  August 
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27,  the  doctor  told  me  I  could  not  hope 
to  walk  without  crutches  in  less  than 
a  year  at  the  best,  so  this  was  rather 
discouraging. 

I  had  always  believed  that  the  gift  <>f 
healing  was  a  gift  that  belonged  to  the 
Church,  so  I  decided  that  I  would  ask 
the  Elders  to  administer  to  me,  but 
thought  I  ought  to  wait  until  after  I  had 
obeyed  he  Gospel.  I  requested  baptism 
and  was  baptised  on  September  3rd;  but 
on  August  28th  I  went  out  to  Adams 
Street  Church  and  after  I  had  returned 
home  something  seemed  to  tell  me  that 
if  I  would  be  administered  to  I  would 
be  healed.  I  went  at  once  to  the  tele- 
phone and  called  up  Elder  Gustave  O. 
Larson  and  told  him  I  was  coming  out 
again  and  I  wanted  to  be  administered 
to.  He  said  they  would  be  glad  to  ad- 
minister to  me,  so  I  went  out  out  and 
Elders  Larson  and  Gardner  administered 
to  me.  I  immediately  arose  without  aid 
and  walked  off  without  crutches  and  have 
not  needed  them  since,  nor  have  I  since 
taken  any  medicine.  I  walk  anywhere  I 
wish  and  anyone  seeing  me  walk  would 
not  know  that  I  had  ever  been  disabled. 

One  week  later  I  was  baptised  into  tiie 
Church  and  confirmed  by  the  laying  on  of 
hands  and  then  and  there  I  received  the 
witness  that  the  work  was  of  God,  and 
I  testify  to  all  that  this  work  is  of  God 
and  that  the  true  Church,  with  all  its 
promised  powers,  gifts,  and  blessings,  i^ 
in  full  operation  on  the  earth  to-day  and 
that  the  holy  Priesthood  has  been  restored 
and  is  working  in  the  Church,  and  that 
all  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-dav  Saints.  I 
thank  God  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart 
that  I  have  been  led  into  the  truth.
